Peary 
Discovered 
the 
North 
Pole, April 6, 1909—“I will find 
a way or make one.” Commander 
Robert E. Peary , (CEC) USN had 
spent 23 y ears in Artie 
ex plora­ 
tion. During this 
time 
he 
had 
made friends with the 
Eskimos 
and had learned from them how 
to live in their country , how 
to 
hunt, eat, dress, drive dogs, build 
snow igloos, etc. Peary ’s method 
was to establish a series of camps 
each of which he used as a base 
to build a camp further north. He 
reached the Pole on April 6 , 1909. 
On a previous ex pedition he had 
been crippled by having his toes 
frozen off, and doctors had pre­ 
dicted that he would never be able 
to walk again any great distances. 
However, in spite of this handi­ 
cap, he tram ped over the frozen 
Polar Sea to the Pole and back 
again. For the achievement Peary 
was promoted to the rank of Rear 
Admiral by an Act of Congress.

No name is more preem inent in 
the history of the Catholict church 
in Missouri and in all 
America 
than that of the Venerable Mothei 
Philippine 
Duchesne,

Society of the Sacred H eart and 
foundress of the first school of the 
Sacred Heart in America, which 
probably was one of the first free 
schools west of the Mississippi. 
On August 29, 17 6 9, one 
hun­ 
dred and six ty -six y ears ago this 
week, Rose Philippine 
Duchesne 
was born in Grenoble, France. She 
received her education at the Con­ 
vent of 
Ste. 
Marie 
d ’en 
Haul 
where she became a novice but 
she was prevented 
from 
taking 
the vows by the terrors 
of 
the 
French revolution. She early ap­ 
plied for and received admission 
into the Sacred Heart Society and 
learning of the labors, 
dangers, 
and fatigues endured by the mis­ 
sionaries in the new world, 
be­ 
came possessed of the desire to 
devote herself to the conversion 
of the savages of North America. 
In 18 18 , immediately after Bishoo 
DuBourg had made a visit to the 
convent, Rose Philippine Duchesne 
received an opportunity to come 
to America as one of his 
chosen 
band of missionaries.

Early in September, 18 18 , the 
little colony was installed in a log 
hut of two rooms near the bank 
of the Missouri 
river.

school and a free day school for 
the poor children of the neighbor­

However, the school at St. Charles 
was destined to be but a tem por­ 
ary one. Before a y ear was out, 
with their resources failing them 
and poverty menacing them on all 
sides, they were forced in

tember, 18 19, to move the school 
to a farm near

of 
Florissant, where a new and larger 
convent was being built for them. 
On December 21, 18 19, the sis­ 
ters moved to their new home and 
the Order of the 
Sacred 
Heart, 
first begun in St. 
Charles, 
was 
firmly established in Florissant. 
During the first ten y ears of her 
life in America, M other Duchesne 
saw five successful convents built, 
and in 18 28 , a new school was re­ 
established at St. Charles where, 
after a lifetime of work and suf­ 
fering. Mother Philippine Duches­ 
ne returned in the spring of 18 42 
and where she died on November 
18 , 18 5 2. Of her Father

base.” 
A State-wide AAA survey on 
Aug ust 15 showed 15,9 43 hog pro­ 
ducers are below the minimum, 
larg ely as result of the drouth-in­ 
duced corn shortag e.

They didn’t bring enough on the 
m arket to pay shipping costs and 
yardage.” 
Those on the other end of the 
line, the sm all shop keepers, and 
the factory boys who had to pay 
upwards to 30 cents a pound for 
pork chops and bacon, w ere not 
quite so jubilant. 
“Things are in such a 
heluva 
mess,” a store ow ner said. “This 
relief business . . . and all this ‘ 
spending. I don’t think we 
w ill 
have real prosperity until we for­ 
get all this nonsense and get back 
to rock bottom , pay out debts, and 
start all over again. I can’t ‘bor­ 
row ’ my business back to w here 
it was in 1929, and I don’t think 
the governm ent is any different. 
Somebody has to 
pay 
off some 
time, and w hen th a t com es, look 
out. Roosevelt a in ’t going to 
be 
so popular.” 
Factory 
w orkers 
w hose 
pay 
checks have not kept pace with 
he advance in food prices, re n t­ 
als, and hikes in other com m odity 
prices, w ere not 
sure. One ad ­ 
vanced the opinion th at “looks to 
me like too m any folks are trying 
to ride the wagon instead of pu sh ­ 
ing or pulling p art of 
the load.’ 
A traveling m an thought most 
of the present program w as OK. 
F urtherm ore he w as in favor of 
the soak the rich proposition be­ 
cause “no m an can possibly spend 
an income of one m illion dollars 
a year.” He argued th a t the small 
income group should be relieved 
of its tax load, and a proportion­ 
ate am ount placed bodily upon the 
shoulders of those w ho fall into 
the “ huge incom e b rack et.” 
He 
did not ex p laitt-w h at w ould hap­ 
pen after the f ir s t^ e a r of soaking 
the rich. 
A banker w hose institution has 
w eathered a storm th a t 
claim ed 
the life o f tw o other like in stitu ­ 
tions was certain th a t 
Roosevelt 
should have another chance. “ We 
w ere in an aw ful 
shape 
a 
few 
years ago,” the m an of m oney ob­ 
served. “Right now we have less 
bad paper, few er farm m ortgages, 
and m ore cash than ever before in 
our history. Of course,” he said, 
‘folks blam e the 
president 
for 
a lot of ills th a t originate n earer 
hom e, and they fail to recognize 


the benefits th at have accrued, but 
frankly, about 
1936 . . . I 
don’t 
know .” 
Two oldish 
m en 
engaged 
in 
cleaning the w eeds out of a ditch 
w ere strong 
for 
th e 
president. 
Both had in m ind m aking appli­ 
cation for a pension un d er the so­ 
cial security program “as soon as 
the presidents gets it read y .”

FILES MOTION TO DISMISS

A motion to dismiss the Com­ 
m unity Power & Light Company’s 
petition for a restraining order \ o 
stop the city’s quo w arranto suit 
against 
the 
Missouri 
Utilities 
Company was filed in the Cape 
G irardeau federal court Saturday 
by Roger A. Bailey, attorney for 
the city. 
In his answer, 
returnable this 
week, Mr. Bailey noted ten rea­ 
sons for dismissing the Commu­ 
nity Power & Light suit. A hear­ 
ing on the writ will probably not 
be 
held 
until 
sometime 
next 
month. 
The power concern’s 
petition, 
filed in the Cape G irardeau court 
on August 5, alleged that the city’s 
quo w arranto suit was unconsti­ 
tutional since the state supreme 
court has already twice refused 
to oust the 
utilities. 
The 
quo 
warranto action 
was 
filed 
last 
month for hearing during the A u­ 
gust term of the Scott county cir­ 
cuit court. 
Mr. Bailey’s list of reasons for 
dismissing the power company's 
writ include these: That there is 
no actual controversy between the 
complainant and the defendants 
or between any parties over which 
the federal court has jurisdiction; 
that the com plainant does not state 
a cause of action against the de­ 
fendants; that a m unicipality can­ 
not be enjoined from 
requiring 
the removal from the streets of an 
electric light system belonging to 
a company whose franchise has 
expired; that the 
holder 
of 
a 
mortgage or mortgage bonds 
has 
no better or greater right to the 
use of the public ways of the city 
than the mortgagor; that this is a 
proceeding intended to enjoin the 
circuit court from hearing a case 
over which it has jurisdiction; that 
there is no federal question in­ 
volved. 
In his motion Mr. Bailey alsc 
stated that neither of the two cas­ 
es previously heard 
adjudicates 
the question of 
what 
franchise 
rights the utilities company had 
here when the quo warranto suit 
was filed and that the plantilf’; 
petition does not plead the utilities 
has any franchise rights here. Be­ 
cause the adverse decision in the 
suprem e court on the city’s first 
quo w arranto suit in August, 1931, 
was not a judgm ent on the merits, 
it is not a bar to later suits be­ 
tween the two parties, Mr. Bailey 
alleges. 
The city’s second action, asking 
the public service commission to 
set aside the utilities’ certificate o' 
convenience and 
necessity, 
was 
carried to the Cole county circuit 
court and later to the 
supreme 
court, after the commission denied 
the application. Adverse rulings 
were given in both courts, 
but 
they did not adjudicate the ques­ 
tion of what franchise the power 
company has in Sikeston but held 
tne city was not entitled to

Threat of Cotton 
Leaf Worm Serious 


The cotton leaf, or “arm y” worm 
as it is som etim es called, is attack­ 
ing the fields throughout the coun­ 
try, according to County 
Agent 
Leslie B. Broom. 
As yet no considerable damage 
has been reporetd, 
since 
most 
growers have maintained a care­ 
ful watch over the fields and be­ 
gan poisoning at the first sign of 
their appearance. The first 
ap­ 
pearance may possibly be noticed 
on cotton growing on low 
wet 
ground although not 
necessarily 
so. 
It is believed 
that 
poisoning 
early before the worms get a good 
start, the damage w ill not be as 
great and the 
worms 
may 
be 
brought under control soon unless 
there should be a few days 
of 
cool, cloudy weather. 
Fields should be visited at least 
once a day, because the leaf worm 
may attack within a few hours 
time and it does not take a great 
while to destroy a crop. 
A rsenate of lead or calcium ars­ 
enate are successful poisons 
to 
use, the latter probably being the 
most w idely recommended. 
The 


best time to apply the poison, es­ 
pecially the calcium arsenate, is 
late afternoon or night, when the 
cotton leaves are moist. The rate 
should be four or five pounds per 
acre. 
In cases of large acreage it is 
advisable to purchase a 
regular 
duster. However, there are hom e 
made devices, which may be used, 
especially if acreages are sm all. 
The poison may be obtained lo­ 
cally from merchants or druggists 
in many instances. It may also be 
secured from most of the 
seed 
houses.

A CONCISE D IG EST OF 
SOCIAL SECURITY LAW 


Old age pensions became 
im­ 
mediately 
available 
when 
the 
President signed the social securi­ 
ty bill. These pensions will con­ 
tinue until 1947, when 
old 
age 
pensions will be superceded 
by 
old age 
insurance. The govern­ 
ment set aside 
$50,000,000 
for 
pensions until the insurance fea­ 
ture becomes effective. New funds 
for the insurance will he gathei- 
ed through taxation of employes 
and employers. Under the pension 
provision, the 
government 
will 
give up t o $15 a month matching 
any sum paid by a state to per­ 
sons over 65 years of cge. 
This 
will not apply in Missouri except 
to persons 70 years of age 
and 
older because of a constitutional 
inhibition. 
The amount to be received un­ 
der the old age 
insurance 
plan 
varies with the wages earned, up­ 
on which a pro rata scale is 
ar­ 
ranged. and the number of years 
of employment. Thus, 
a worker 
23 years old getting $25 a 
week 
will receive $51.25 a month for 
life on reaching 65 years of age. 


But a worker 58 years old at this 
time getting the same wage would 
obtain only $17.50 a month at 85 
years of age. There is no restric­ 
tion on their being employed while 
pensioned, taking in cash their in­ 
surance. 
In the case of the younger work­ 
er in question, he would pay $1 a 
month by his employer. The mon­ 
thly amount increases at periods, 
so that by 1949 both employer and 
employe would be paying 
$3 
a 
month to the fund. Payments are 
to start in 1937 and benefits will 
begin in 1942. 
The law also provides for un­ 
em ploym ent and illness insuranve 
through payments by employers 
and employes. Domestic servants, 
casual workers, farm hands and 
other small classes are excluded. 
This part of the bill affects only 
Wisconsin at this time, that being 
the only state having an unem­ 
ployment insurance law. The law 
is intended to supplement the ef­ 
forts of the states. New York will 
have an unemployment law next 
year, while four other states have 
signified willingness to pass them. 
The first payment under this 
clause calls for $1 a month from 
both employer and employe,* ef­ 
fective next January 1. The pay­ 
ments also incline upward, reach 
ing their highest in 1949, 
when 
employers will be 
paying 
$6 
month and employes $3 a month 
toward the fund. The employers’ 
tax is considered an excise 
tax 
upon which he will be allowed up 
to $90 a year per employe by de 
ducting federal duties. 
The law also sets aside funds to 
aid the states in caring for needy 
women and children, blind 
and 
otherwise helpless children 
and 
adults and in spreading services 
of public health bodies. 
It is expected 
that 
1,000,000 
aged men and women will receive 
1 $100,000,000 the first year of old 
age pensions; 1,500.000 needy or 
crippled children will be aided, as 
well as more than 100,000 blinded 
persons.

use of th e public w ays of the city 
than the m ortgagor; that this is a 
proceeding intended to enjoin the 
circuit court from hearing a case 
over w hich it has jurisdiction; that 
there is no federal question in­ 
volved.

BITUMINOUS SURFACES 
BEING USED ON ROADS 


Jefferson City, August 24— High 
maintenance costs of unbound sur­ 
faced highways, such as 
gravel 
and chats, are being avoided and 
the motorist given a better road­ 
way, through the utilization 
of 
bituminous surfacing, T. H. C ut­ 
ler, chief engineer of the Missouri 
state highway commission, 
said 
today. This type of treatm ent has 
been proven to provide 
a safe, 
dust-free and excellent travelable 
highway which adequately meets 
the needs of com paratively heavy 
traffic volumes with a minimum 
cost. However, he said, low-cost 
bituminous surfaces are not in­ 
tended as a substitute for high­ 
er grade pavements but only as 
an improved type 
of 
roadway 
surplanting unbound surfaces. 
Reasons for the great 
m ain­ 
tenance requirem ents of an un­ 
bound surface such as gravel be­ 
comes self evident upon investi­ 
gation. The loose surface m aterial 
rolls and washes under conditions 
of traffic and weather, and in due 
time either washes, blows, or is 
hurled from 
the 
roadway. 
A 
thickness 
averaging 
about 
one 
inch of surfacing m aterial must be 
placed each year. In addition, an 
unbound surfaced highway must 
be constantly bladed, shaped and 
worked if it is to be m aintained in 
good condition. From the driving 
standpoint, these roads are dusty 
in dry weather, and due to 
the 
looseness of the top surface pro­ 
mote skidding.. Periodically sucn 
a roadway must be reshaped and 
in many instance* rebuilt. 
Such a road biriifr-with a bitum ­ 
inous treated sutfaee 
elim inates 
most of these disadvantages and 
provides the traveling public with 
a smooth, dust free highway ca­ 
pable of sustaining a high volume 
of traffic. M aintenance 
records 
compiled by the highway depart­ 
ment show that from the 
view 
point of initial cost plus upkeep 
for a period of from three to six] 
years that a bituminous 
treated 
highway is cheaper. 
The low cost bitum inous treat­ 
ed highway is an excellent 
in­ 
vestm ent from the standpoint of 
progressive improvem ent of sur­ 
face as traffic demands and funds 
become available. Such 
a 
road 
becomes the base 
for a 
higher 
type of pavement without loss of 
m aterials or road contour. Even! 
where realignm ent is 
necessary 
the aggregate and bituminous sui- 
facing can be removed, salvaged 
and reused. 
Viewing the highway program 
from a long 
range 
standpoint, 
C utler stated, we m ust 
consider 
practically all low cost bitum in­ 
ous roads being constructed 
on 
pim ary and secondary roads as a 
tem porary surface treatm ent 
to 
meet present trafflce needs, pre­ 
serve the roadbed, where funds 
are unavailable for constructing 
a higher type of roadway. Later 
as funds become 
available 
and 
w here traffic 
w arrants 
it, 
a 
higher type will be constructed 
without appreciable loss of pre­ 
vious investment. 
There had been constructed or 
were under contract for construc­ 
tion on January 1, 1935, a total of 
1417 miles of 
bituminous 
mat, 
54 miles of bitum inous macadam 
and 155 miles of bitum inous re­ 
tread. “The highway departm ent 
is continuing its program to pro­ 
vide dust-free low-cost bitum in­ 
ous roads,’* Cutler said.
